Mr*  Chairman,  Mi's.  Wright  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  mjy  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1 96I  • 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  was  7>180,  an  increase  of  1 90  over 
that  of  the  preceding  year. 

1 21  live  births , of  which  5 were  illegitimate  were  registered  during 
the  year,  and  there  were  88  deaths  from  all  causes. 

The  crude  birth  rate,  16.85  was  the  highest  for  the  last  ten  years. 
"When  this  figure  of  l6.85  is  multiplied  by  0.99>  the  births  comparability 
factor,  the  resulting  figure  of  16.8A  is  then  comparable  with  the  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  (l7#4)  or  with  the  corresponding  adjusted  rate  for 
any  other  area. 

The  illegitimate  live  births  accoTinted  for  A*13?^  of  the  total  live 
births . 

There  were  no  still  births  during  the  year. 

Even  more  pleasing  is  it  to  report  that  no  deaths  occiirred  in  infants 
under  the  age  of  one  year.  This  has  not  previously  been  recorded. 
Nevertheless  it  is  fitting  to  pay  tribute  to  those  who  have  brought  this 
result  about  - namely,  the  family  doctors,  midwives,  health  visitors  and 
district  nurses. 

The  number  of  deaths,  88,  was  the  same  as  last  year.  This  gives  a 
crude  death  rate  of  12.26,  and,  using  the  deaths  comparability  factor  of 
0.90,  an  adjusted  death  rate  of  11.03  results.  The  England  and  Wales 
rate  was  12.0. 


INEBCTIOUS  DISEASES 

1 62  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified  and  measles  was 
responsible  for  115  of  these. 

Only  2 cases  of  dysentery  were  notified  as  conpared  with  the 
unfortunate  high  incidence  (123)  in  the  previous  year.  It  is  recognised 
that  outbreaks  of  vomiting  and  diarrhoea  occurred  several  times  during  the 
year  but  the  family  doctors  were  quite  satisfied  that  these  were  not 
dysenteric  in  nature. 

Later  in  this  report  you  will  note  that  your  Public  Health  Inspector 
comments  on  the  continuous  watch  kept  on  food  premises. 
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The  single  case  of  food  poisoning  was  iindoubtedly  contracted  during 
the  individuates  holiday  at  Yarmouth  in  July. 

Excluding  pneumonia  only  one  death  was  attributable  to  measles  - in 
this  case  the  rare  complication  of  encephalitis  supervened.

Immunisation  Schemes. 


The  only  major  change  in  the  various  schemes  was  that  a fourth 
polio  injection  was  offered  to  children  between  the  ages  of  5 £uid  12. 

The  format  of  the  returns  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  was 
changed  during  the  year  and  it  is  therefore  not  possible  to  compare 
strictly  the  figures  given  later  with  the  tables  in  previous  annual  reports. 
The  situation  v/ith  regard  to  diptheria  immunisation  continues  to  be 
satisfactory,  and  will  stand  comparison  with  any  other  district. 
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The  iirminisation  agaJLnst  tetanus  progressed  steadily  in  school 
children.  The  same  cannot  be  said  in  the  case  of  adults  and  it  is 
disappointing  to  learn  from  general  practitioners  that  a large  number 
of  people  fail  to  complete  the  course  of  three  injections. 

Work  conpleted  during  the  year  by  general  practitioners  and  the 
Assistant  County  Medical  Officer  is  detailed  in  the  following  tables.

The  Housing  Officer  submitted  a report  on  the  condition  of  the 
pre-fabricated  bungalows  at  this  site. 

Attention  was  drawn  to  the  increasing  metal  corrosion  on  the 
aluminium  cladding  and  other  parts*  Once  corrosion  has  started 
nothing  can  be  done  to  arrest  its  progress  so  that  repairs  of  a 
X3ermanent  nature  are  impracticable. 

Maintenance  costs  are  being  kept  to  a minimum. 

The  Housing  Officer  recommended  that  consideration  should  be 
given  to  the  removal  of  all  the  bungalows  within  a period  of  5 years. 

Baxter  Row  Development 

With  the  exception  of  the  Rose  Public  House  site  this  development  ^ 
comprising  8 old  persons  bungalows  ^ 16  old  persons  flats  ^ 16  3~"bedroom 
maisonettes  and  a Communal  room^  has  been  completed. 

The  site  had  to  be  cleared  in  stages  and  clearing  was  commenced  in 
May  1958  and  finished  in  May  196O.  In  all  58  properties  were  removed* 

Roadworks  commenced  in  February  1960,  and  the  whole  contract  was 
completed  by  -n.pril  I962.

The  improvement  of  pre-war  Council  Houses  by  the  construction  of 
a bathroom,  internal  W.C.  and  the  installation  of  domestic  hot  water

Under  the  Mental  Health  Act  of  1 959  1 6 patients  were  admitted  to 
mental  hospitals.  13  of  these  were  informal  admissions,  the  same 
procedure  as  that  for  admission  to  any  hospital,  and  the  remaining  3 
were  hy  order  in  which  the  application  for  admission  was  made  in  each 
case  by  a relative  with  the  assistance  of  the  Mental  Welfare  Officer. 

Two  aged  persons  suffering  from  senile  dementia  were  admitted  to 
the  Vale  Hospital,  Swains thorpe.

WATER  SUPPLY 


Eight  water  samples  were  taken  for  "bacteriological  examination  from 
four  shallow  wells  all  of  which  were  found  to  be  unfit.  Two  wells  were 
replaced  by  deep  bores  > one  by  a supply  f ix^m  the  town  mains  > and  the 
fourth  was  abandoned  as  the  property  it  supplied  was  closed  for  human 
habitation. 

SE\'fAGE  DISPOSAL 

Stage  II  of  the  works  extension  commenced  in  April  and  is  proceeding 
satisfactorily  despite  the  difficulties  encountered  from  springs  and  bad 
weather. 

Three  new  drying  beds  are  completed  and  the  remainder  together  with 
the  upward  flow  settlement  tanks > filter  and  digestion  tanks  should  be 
finished  by  mid  19^2.  Detritus  channels > new  humus  tanks ^ conversion  of 
the  existing  settlement  tanks  to  storm  tank  and  general  completion  of 
Stage  II  is  expected  before  the  end  of  next  year. 

A deep  combined  sewer  in  Commercial  Road  which  has  been  blocking 
fairly  regularly  over  the  last  ten  years  > blocked  three  times  in  July 
and  on  two  occasions  during  the  year^  specialist  equipment  had  to  be 
brought  in  to  clear  the  silt  and  holders  which  drop  into  the  main  sewer 
from  cavities  above  it. 

The  Council  decided  the  sewer  should  be  relaid  and  the  contract 
was  let  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year.  Work  started  in  November - 
Little  effective  headway  has  been  made  to  date. 

Last  year’s  report  gave  the  number  of  properties  on  night  soil  to 
be  280  and  stated  the  Council  intended  to  discontinue  its  collection  on 
31st.  October > 1961.  A survey  in  September  showed  the  number  of 
properties  on  night  soil  to  be  242  of  which  64  were  unsewerable^  80  were 
substandard  houses,  leaving  98  properties  worth  connecting.  On  being 
advised  the  number  would  be  reduced  to  70  when  the  proposals  in  hand  or 
contemplated  were  completed  the  Council  agreed  to  continue  night  soil 
collection. 

HJBLIC  CLEaNEENfC 


House  refuse  is  collected  weekly  in  the  central  area  and  the 
monthly  collection  in  the  outlying  districts  has  been  increased  to 
fortnightly. 

Strenuous  efforts  were  made  to  keep  the  fly  nuisance  v/ithin  bounds 
on  the  Hoe  tip  and  in  the  main  they  must  have  been  successful  as  no 
complaints  were  received  from  residents  in  the  area. 
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The  Council  are  negotiating  the  purchase  of  a 20  acre  disused 
gravel  pit  for  use  as  a refuse  tip  some  four  miles  outside  Dereham. 

The  site  is  open  to  view  and  no  doubt  tipping  there  will  be  criticized 
but  it  will  ultimately  fill  and  restore  the  pit  area  to  its  original 
ground  contours  instead  of  allowing  it  to  remain  the  ugly  disfigurement 
of  the  landscape ^ which  it  is  at  the  moment. 

SMOKE  NUISMCE 

In  the  past  one  looked  to  the  industrial  area  for  smoke  ^ but  happily 
for  Dereham  it  has  practically  been  eliminated  there.  Now  the  highest 
short  time  concentrations  are  to  be  found  on  new  housing  estates  where 
coal  is  freely  used  on  modern  fuel  appliance  which  are  well  suited  for 
using  coke  and  other  smokeless  fuels.  Perhaps  the  trouble  lies  in  the 
name  of  the  fuel  supplier  the  Coalman  or  Coal  Merchant^  which  begs  the 
traditional  order  bag  of  coal”.  Let  him  be  called  the  Solid  Fuel 
Supplier  or  Solid  Fuel  Merchant  thus  giving  other  fuels  an  equal  chance 
with  coal,  and  the  nation,  far  less  smoke. 

CMilPJEQr  AND  CARA. VAN  SITES 

There  are  no  camping  sites  in  the  district.  Five  individual 
caravans  have  been  licensed  to  stand  in  private  gardens  and  one  site 
for  six  caravans. 

The  Council  have  adopted  the  Model  Standards  for  Caravan  site 
control  suggested  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  with 
a few  im.portant  additions  as  to  fire  precautions  and  drainage.

173  new  connections  and  supplies  have  been  added  to  the 
distribution  system  during  the  year.  This  is  an  increase  of  49 
over  the  preceding  year.  Plans  for  a further  180  houses  at  Toftwood 
with  further  development  at  Lamer ’s  Drift  and  Stone  Road  have 
already  been  approved.  Further  development  is  foreseen  at  Westfield 

Lane  where  accommodation  for  40  houses  is  envisaged. 
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As  stated  in  my  previous  report  Dereham’s  water  supply  will  be 
severely  taxed  to  meet  this  future  demand  which  will  be  required  to 
give  an  adequate  supply  at  all  times*  The  supply  has  increased  32>o 
during  the  last  10  years ^ with  no  additional  source  of  supply. 

A yield  test  was  carried  out  on  both  bores  during  February  19^1 
as  follows : -

This  v/ater  is  of  very  good  organic  quality.  There  is  no  evidence 
of  pollution  from  the  chemical  analysis,  which  is  extremely  similar  to 
that  reported  in  our  Cert.  No.l88,K.  of  the  1st.  December,  1958.  The 
total  hardness  approximates  to  about  18^  Clark,  most  of  which  is 
temporary  in  nature.  The  reaction  is  on  the  alkaline  side  of 
neutrality  and  the  free  carbon  dioxide  is  not  unduly  high  so  that  the 
water  would  not  be  expected  to  have  any  seriously  corrosive  action 
towards  metals.  MIetallic  contamination  is  absent,  apart  from  the 
trace  of  iron.  The  clarity,  odour  and  taste  are  all  very  satisfactory 
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and  in  our  opinion,  on  the  chemical  evidence,  this  water  is  very 
suitable  for  the  purposes  of  a public  supply.
